Is this mode of treating the Indian question
worthy of a great Christian nation ! Admit
the difficulties that beset the problem, we
still claim a great intelligence, and the ques-
tion bas surely an honorable solution. No
means can certainly be half so expensive as
war. Itis well known that the War Depart-
ment desired the burden of Indian manage-
ment to be added to its cares, Is it really a
plan to cut the umsolved questions by the
aword, and come to the next Congress with
fresh reasons against a divided jurisdiction of
the Indian question! These may be hard
thoughts, but the circnmstances suggest them.
Whatever may be the purpoge, we apprehend
that the resnlt will be to convines all Christian
men that the army, whoge trade and only
trade now is war on them, is not the proper
custodian of these helpless Intorests,

Still more. The West, where all our tele-
graphic stations are, is in the interest hostile
to Indians, which, really, wonld like to see
them exterminated. And yet more. Near
these atations, with the commercial interests, |
such wars and expeditions are godsends.
There are hay contracts and corn contraocts to
Iet for the cavalry that go huanting for the
Cheyenne trail. There are Leef ocontraots.
There is, in fact, money-—mouey everywhere
init. Do we wonder that the telegrams are
so contradictory? Are we astonizhed that
they are so bloodthirsty, and are, after all,
able to give us so little evidence to Le relied
on of positive outrage or warlike dispositions ?

There is a vague idea in the public mind
that, in order to negotiate with Indians, it is
bost to give them a sound drubbing to begin
with, This is, in fact, true of more people
than the Indisns, If we wished to annex
Canada, for instance, we might find it more
easy after waging a successful war on Eng-
Jand. It is troe it wonld be expensive, and
might cost us more, as in the Cheyenne case,
than it is wortl; but then, the Cheyoennes and
Bloux are weak; and 4 war, although expen-
give, would not be difficnlt nor its result
dounbtful.

There is but one thing that the army in the
West oam do—make the Indlans willing to
accept terms that we, as a Christinn nation,
ought not to impose on them. [t i3 true that
nothing ean, or ghould, arrest the footsteps of
civilization on the continent: but it is also
true that we owe to the wild inliabitants of the
vountry we seek to possess, all that can be
done to spare, to elevate, and preserve them.
The plan of peace is far less axponsive than
that of war, Lot our Indian systemn cease to
be a paddock in which decayed politicians
foed, and the shieath to rab the rust from an
jdle army. God gave us our superior intelli-
gence; letl us thank Him for it in good works.

The Roconstructlon Casesivthe supreme

Court.
From the Times,

The applications for injunctions in behnlf of
Georgia and Mississippi, to restrain the opera-
tion of the Reconstruction aot, were dizsmissed
by the Supreme Conrt, which digelaims juris-
diction In the Premses.

This result has been 50 penerally expected

that its promulgation is received as a matter
of course, liefore any action was taken, the
inability of the Court to interfere was treated
by all parties at the North as an established
faot. 1! any doubts remained; they were pro
bably dispelled by the argument of the Attor.
ney-Ueneral, The lawyers had already
declared the motion inadmissible, on grounds
which seamed irrefragable, 7The Attorney-
General added to the subtlety of the lawyer
the strong sense of the statesman, and con-
vinewd the popular judgment of the undesira-
bleness of vesting in any Conrt the power of
nullifying the political nction of the Govern-
ment,

The Boulh, already disposed to comply with
the terms of the act, will have its last remain-
ing seruples removed by this decision. There
iz no evidence that the Southern people ever
plaged muih _ru_iimlre upon the appeal to the
Bupreme Judiolary. Bot prominent politicians
bave exhibited a contrary iuclination, and
bave etood aloof even where they have not
hindered, undor a vague hope of judicial in-
terposition. The decision cuts the thread by
which these hopes have been suspended. The
chunce of interference to arrest the operation
of the law is ended. And not only the States
of Georgia and Miﬁsim-.i{:pi, but the whole
South may now realize the imperative char-
aoter of the Congressional plan, which will

fn forward withont a powsibility of judicial
riindrance, It is fortunate that no nesdloss
delay haw been permitted by the Court, whose
deoliion renders ocertain the gomplete and un

restticted operation of the lnw as the basis of
Houthern reorganization,

inte fighting ERebel leaders, in fulfilling the
terms lgid down by Uongress. In behalf of
Southern reconstruction, thon, the importance
and value of this decision cannot be eXAgga-
l';th'-L
Nor i= the temporary enlargement of Jeff,
Davis on bail a trifling matter, looking to a
healthy reconstruction of BSouthern public
opinion. Two years ago, on the charge of
being a congpirator with Wilkes Hooth and
others in the assassination of President Lin-
coln, o reward of one hundred thousand dol-
lars was oflered by President Johnson for the
capture of Davis. That charge has long since
fallen to the ground; but, from the quibbling
evasions of Chief Justice Chase, the accused is
detained in prison two years awaiting “a
speedy trial,” as & murderer, a traitod, or
a Hebel. The law's delay, through the Chief
Jugtice, is thus becoming a public scandal,
when Davis is brought up for trial and re-
leased on bail in the very sum (one hundred
thousand dollars) paid for his capturs.  This
is a curions fact; but it is not half so carious
as the fact that first on the list of his bonds-
wen appears Horace Greeley (Yon to Rich-
mond'), and second, Angustus Schell, Presi-
dent of the Democratic Manhattan  Club, of
which Thurlow Weed is likewise a member.
Here is Northern rivalry for politieal capital
South, which may lead to still more remark-
able manifestations of brotherly love. It
matters little now whethar Davis is tried next
week, next month, or next year—his trial
will end in smoke. Itis not unlikely that if
l:ft to the courts his case may be postponed
again and again, till finally dropped. In the
John Brown song it is said,
“We wlil hang Jefl! Davis on o sour apple tree,
As we go marchlong on,”
and President Jolnson has declared several
times that “‘treason i3 & orime and traitors
must be punished;" but a5 matters now stand
the best thiog he could do would be to granta
free pardon 1o Davig and let him go in peace.
Thus, in this case, the work of regonstroc-
tion commenced by O'Conor, Gresley, and
Behell will be perfected by the President, and
Duvis will besome a tower of strength to the
Government in the good cause of Sonthern
restoration.  Uresley will have a fair field
throughont the South to rectify the blunders
of Senator Wilson, the Hon, Mr. Kalley,
Jededialk K. Hayward, and other Northern
ralicals, in their missionary efforts to array
the Southern blacks against the whites as a
political  party; and Davis will be able to
exercise a &tll greater influence over the
intractable State-rights politicians, in bring-
g them round to the laws of Congrass and
over the flve Southern Military l}inl;-id’l.“m_
manders.

To arrest these tendenvies of the present
political agitations of our flve Southern Mili-
tary Districts, we submit to President Johmson
the experiment of a free pardon to Davis, in
wrder that he and Greeley, and Augustos
Sobell and John Minor Botts, may stump the
South together, in correcting the fallacies of
State rights, and in disabusing the ignorant
blacks of those dangerous notions that, in
addition to freedom, the VFresdman’s Bureau,
and the ballot-box, they aré to have free farms
nnd nothing to do but to enjoy all the African
splendors of Haytl, The Republican lsaders,
at all events, must look to this, or they may
soon find thewselves in the midst of a North-
ern political revolution.

The great man gpoke in Boston on Monday,
gpoke in New York yesterday, and speaks in
Philadelphia to-day, and may reach New
Orleans by the end of the week., Roputations
which formierly were local are now universal,
and national fame, or at least national noto-
riety, is no longer the glow growth of years,
but the immediate creation of the locomotive,
the newspaper, and the telegraph. No man
can speak one emphatic word that is not in-
gtantly repeated by innnmerable echoess from
Maine to Louigiana, The South sends her
orators to Conneeticut, the North pays the
debt by sending Henry Wilson to Charleston.
It is natural, then, that the Presidential condi-
dite should be like George Francis Train or
Colorado Jewett—a man with the world for Lis
liome, spending his life in steamboats and

cirs.  No candidate will stay at home if he can

help it. The vandidates are all fitting, flitting, '

and every day adds to the namber.

We do pot know that all the gentlemen we
have mentioned arve Presidential candidates,
but Rumor will have it that they are. Yet
what political capital can Gen, Sherman make
of a trip tothe Holy Land ; what votes ean
the ambitious Congressman hope to secure by
shooting at buflalo, and being shot at by
Sioux and Cheyennes: what good will it do
Mr. Jack logers to go to Trenton, or Mr,
Seward to Auburn, or whers shall Mr. Jokn-
gon travel to find himself popuiar? We do
not gee satisfactory answaers to these gquestions,
but Romor in every man's pilgrimage finds
profound mystery, and will have it that no-
body can pack his trunk and buy a railroad
ticket without baving desighs on the Presi-
dentinl sucvession,

Some of the distinguished gentlemen wae
have mentioned, who exchange the safety of
home for the perils of the railroad, hnve indeed
about one chance of the Presidency to ninety-
nine of a collizgion or an explosion, and travel
may teach them this truth, A far bettor result
than the mere making of a President may come
from these journeyings. If the people learn
to know the leaders, the leaders are taught by
the people.  No man can travel far and intelli-
pently observe without discovering that the
almest universal sentiment demands the
speedy reconstruction of the Southern States,
The responsibility of success is weighty, and
it rests npon the North.

The slight threatenings and beginnings of
riot in Richmond, on Maturday, do not Indloate
sgerions wronble.  There gesms to have beon
white men In that oty who have given Lhe
colored people bad dounsel, which someof tham
nave been foollah enough to take, Contrasted
with this looal nud partial disorder 1s the gone
il execoellent and moderate behavior of the
frecduen throughout the Soulh, by whieh Loy
shionld sightly be Judged — Tvibune,

In spite of the Tribune's atempt to belittle
the riots, anthentio intelligence from Rich-
mond , makes it evident that a zaturnalia of
carnage ia preveuted in that vity only by the
vigilanoce and alertness of United Statos troopa.
That the negroes need to be overawoed and
terrified is proved by the speeches mado in
the African Church, on Sunday night, by
'ludgu I'nderwood and Horaoe Groenley, .Ilt’l;(.-
Underwood warned them, by rn-ph:tfmg wht
one of the generals had said to him during the
day, namely, “‘that there was a possibility
of & riot being made by the negroes to-morrow,
und that il there was, he would plant cannon
aud sweop the strests with grape-shot."

When the rabid and ribald Underwood finds
it pecessary to go into a wegro chiurch and
utter such a warning, the voloano of riotons
passions must bo on the point of great arup-
tion, Mr, Greeley's speach, as raported, con
glated almost eéntirely in a dissuasion from
riots. The (act that the 11th United States
Infantry is to encamp permanently in the City
Springs Park, within the oity limits, shows the
necessity which General Schiofield thinks him-
self nnder, of using vigorous measures of re-
pression.  The arrest of the Massachusetts
radionl, Hayward, for using incendiary lan-
guage, and the pulting him under heavy
bonds; the beating of policemen by lll.';:l‘utl.:i;
the patrolling of the streets by mounted gol-
diers; the stationing of squads of policeran
at all the churches on Sunday to protect the
worshippers against negro outrages; and the
excited threats made by the negro populace,
are avidence of a most violent and inflamma-
tory stute of feeling,

The contrast suggested by the Tribune be.
tween the conduct of the negroes in the
Southeérn cities and the great mass of them on
the plantations, is instruotive. It affords a
correct olue to the cause of the riots. The
negroes on the plantations gome into contact
only with Southern whites, and reports from
all parts of the South conenr in showing that
in the raral distriots the freedmen are in-
creasingly orderly and industrious, and that
there is o gratifying friendliness of sentiment
between the two races,  Why is it differant in
New Orleans and Hichmond ¢ For no other
reason than becanse in the cities the raving

| and incendiary radicals have an easy access to

the negroes, and are exerting all their energy
and ingennity to breed mischief. I the torch-
and-turpentine radicals would forbenr to stir
up strife, the great problem of Southern
gociety wonld solve itself in & peaceful, orderly,
fruternal manuner.

These plotters of disorder refuse to let the
South alone because it is apparent that, if
things are left to take their conrse, the freed-
men will recognize the identity of interests
between themselves and their section, and
that their vote will not go to strengthen the
Republican party.

sensions between the two races is necessary
to enable that party to reap the crop which it
has sown. When the radicals find that,
though the freedmen vote, they are not likely
to vote with them, they begin to conclude that
their advocacy of negro suffrage was n politi-
cal blunder, unless they can detach the negroes
from the Southern whites. The South will
have a larger representation in Congress and
mora power in the government in consequence
of emuanvipation.

Unless, therefore, tha South can be divided,
and the negroes organized as a wing of the
Republican party, the radicals have been
fnbricating a weapon for their own destruc-
tion. It is for this reason that they are
making desperate efforts to array race against
race. I inflaming the passions of the negross
up to the point of riotous outbreaks; the
more considerate and orafty radicals are gensi-
hle that they have overshot the mark. It is
thelr palicy to foster hatred, but to make it
run ouly in the political channels. The in-
stigation of riots and the inanguration of a
war of races tend to a recoil which will bring
the party into odium. Hence the energy with
which the rascally Judge Underwood, whose
infuriated charge so powerfully stimulated
the present dangerous state of [eeling, is
exerting himself to prevent an eruption of
negro violence.
